;ition orgonirer was put off the floor 
for f.our personal*!. 

'Hic Colle^lan.s also staged a fine 
ra'ly hi the last 11 minutes of the 
first i>eried. With the score at 12-0

huddle and returred to bring the sco 
rc a half time to 19 IS Raymond up.

No garden la complete without a 
laW.i. Thta really seta off the shrub¬ 
bery, trees and flower beds which 
surroum) it besides fumljAUng an 
ideal playground for the children ond 
their elders. A well eatabli^ed plot 
of grass will stand all sorts of wear 
and tear as la evidenced by the gilf 
courses and bowling greens we find 
everywhsre. But note that the term 
‘well established’ was used, wh’ch 
means the following of a few aim]il3 
directions. In the first place, rns 
should remember that the lawn is a 
distinctly permanent affair. We ere 
planring sometMing that Is to endure 
year after year and something wh?n 
once established is not easily correct 
ed. We can reduce or ad to it, but we 
have a very difficult job indeed In 
remedying any original mistakes in 
regard to appearance. For instance, 
it ia for, far easier to make a lawn 
level before we sow the grasr than It 
is afterwardr and, therefore, we 
should cultivate and rake the plot 
over a much as possible the first 
thing. Where the top earth is compos 
ed mostly of sub-soil from the cellar 
as ts the case in new locations, it 
may be advisable to resurface with 
two-hicr lay^r of garden loam. When 
this is done, however, it is be^^t to al'- 
low any weed seeds to germinate 
and thc^n cultivate them out thorough 
ty before wc seed dTwn. Now,, with 
our plot level and the top soil rich 
and fine, the seed may be sown. This 
should be done as early as possible 
in the Spring, artcr the above Infer- 
matlon Is taken into consideration as 
.grass is a cool weather plant and ' 
makes its best growth during the i 
Spring. The work should also be done 
on a day that is not windy so tliat 
the seed can be sown evenly. R:^ 
membering agiin that our lawn It to 
be a permanent affair, it is essential 
that we select not only the very 
highest quaMty of teed obtainable but 
also seed especially recommended for 
Canadian conditions. Cheap mixtures 
arc composed of cheap seeds design¬ 
ed to make a show the flrjrt. year on¬ 
ly. while good ssed, Gove.nmect te t 
ed and approved, is sold for perman 
ent resultr. It Is a careful blend of 
fr'm six to a dozeh difft rent varict 
les many of them very expensive, and 
includes a nurse crop to protect the 
expensive varieties the first season 
which come on and give that satis¬ 
factory permanent result, a velvety 
uniform swani year after year. It is 
ncco'hary to sow thickly, one pound 
being sufAcient for 2 hundred square 
feet. A light applicoiticn of com aer- 
cial fertilizer is advisable at seeding 
or shcrtly afterwards. This fertlHt - 
er has an advantage over ordinary 
malnurc in that there p.re no wc^d

, should be cut with a very Sharp mow 
er. especially the first time, a dull 
mar'.ilnc pulling out the new shoots, 
and should be cut at ftitervals of 
about a week during the growing 
season.

table Squash drier and more easily 
h I'ndlcd than the ordinary variety; 
Broad Beans which will furnish a 
eiiange from the ordinary green bean 
botng shewed before cookirg rnd 
qrecn sprouting Borcoli, I'csembling 
Caullflow’er in flovour and managem 
ent but being easier to grow. It is a 
good p"nn to go over the new' seed 
c .talogue each year and read up the 
developments fn this type of garden 
In and descriptions of romc of the 
more uncommon vegetables. Build uy 
y )ur vegetable garden as you wou'd 
> lud flowers by adding ore rr two 
, t }w things every year.

No one wishe.a to be lU. Just os 
you have a right to expect others to 
protect you and your family from dis¬ 
ease. so you thould fluy the game 
and do your part in protecting them. 

If :.iL-e nrc disease germs In your 
body, keep Uiem to yourse’f. In any 
case, you c.ai;aot get rid of them by 
pa^^-iiing them to someone else. All you 
do in that case is to spread the d*s- 
easc to wiLich the germs give rise. 

Everyone should kn9v/ that meat 
of the comi.iun'cable disca.ses are 
spread by tho tranpferCnce of germ 
lu'!c:'. allva from Uie sick to the well 
This la true, not only of the common 
communicable diseases, such as mea- 
.sle.s whooping cough, d ptherla and 
scarlet fever but also of tuberculosis 

Just as soon as this knowledge is 
put into practice, and care taken at 
all times, there is found ^ definite de 
crease in the number of case.s of com 
mnricablc diseases. 

No one wou’d think for a moment 
of puiposely endanger ng the life of 
a child, but that is done every day 
by thoL3 ind’.viduals, Who either thru 
Ign ranee or carelessness, spread 
their raliva around. We never know 
when disease gemrs may be in our 
na’iva, for such germs are often pres 
enl even w'her we are apparently well. 
It is only by taking core at all t'mes 
that we will be sure of being careful 
when there la need for ua to be so. 

The person who spits is a real men 


ace. Splttirg is simly ^ habit for 
which there is no excuse. Never spit 
unless you need to. and then use your 
handkerchief. In the material which 
you expertorate there may be millions 
of disease germs. This statement is 
not an exaggeration for the person 
suffering from tuberculosis does pass 
out in his sputum millions of the 
germs of tuberculosis in a day. 

That is why the case ^f tuberculos 
is is always taught how to take care 
of and destroy his sputum. There are 
many people who, unknown to them¬ 
selves have tuberculosis and who ar(^ 
passing out the germs each time they 
spit. It is they who are chiefly re¬ 
sponsible for spreading tuberculosis 
because they have no Id^'a that they 
have the disease and so do not take 
any care. 

Tuberculosis is, as everyone knows 
a very serious and frequently fatal 
d'.scase. It is spread chiefly by care* 
less spitters, by those who do not 
play the game. Let it be underrtood 
that if spitting were to stop and if 
every person were to toko care that 
his saliva was not being passed on to 
thes. The careless i;plttcr is a public 
way to seeing tuberculosis disappear. 

To spit is to endanger the I ves of 
others. The careless spitter l a public 
menace; he spreads disease and ex¬ 
poses those around him to sickness 
and death.
